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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 13,16, 26, 28-31 are allowed. Claims 1-12,14-15,17-25,27,33-34 has 
been cancelled. 

2. Examiner's have indicated allowable subject matter of independent claims 13,26 
in previous office action (Paper Number 20). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest a display having a memory array formed of 
dynamic random access memory; a pixel array forming a reflective crystal spatial light 
modulator, the array adapted to eliminate a need for a periodic pixel refresh cycle and a 
refresh circuit coupled to the memory array and the pixel array, the refresh circuit 
adapted to refresh the memory array and the pixel array as claimed in claim 31 .
